~_ M'CAULEY RETIRES. 


Celebrated Edmonton Pioneer Lays 
Down Active Work. 


Matthew McCauley, first mayor of 
the town of Edmonton In 1892, serv- 
ing three terms, and who waa captain 
of the Vigilants In territorial days, 
has resigned as warden of the Al- 
berta Penitentiary, to pass the even- 
ing of his eventful life in less stren- 
uous endeavors, He han amassed a 
fortune from real estate and Indus- 
trial Investments Ju and near Edmon- 
ton, Fle has been in the employ of 
the Dominion Government for elght 
years, and leaves the service with the 
most kindly feelings, 

Mr. McCauley is one of the oldest 
of the pioneers of Edmonton, settling 
In the present capital of Alberta in 
the ‘80’s, when what {s now the home 
of 70,000 people, was a fur-trading 
dost. He made the trip from Winol!- 
beg to Edmonton in # dog-sled, and 
experienced all the hardships of the 
winter trail. He was a leader in tha 
affairs of the community In thosa 
days and was active In all its under- 
takings, such as preventing the Gor- 
ernment from moving the land titles | 
office and dealing with claim jumpers. 
He was successful In all things. 

The land titles office In those days 
Was a mere shack, but it served Its 
burpogse. One day the Government 
decided that Strathcona, on the south 
bank of the Saskatchewan river, now 
part of Edmonton, would be a better 
lockUlun, and [ts men started to carry 
out orders by moving the ottice. They 
placed the bullding upon a dray, to 


j which were bitched two teams of the 


Btrongest horses in the town. Me- 
Cauley and several of the old-timers’ 
were quickly on the spot. The first 
named cut the harness and the others 
plied the whip, -7ith*tlw-result that 
ihe horses ran away, leaving the dray 
and the land titles office o:: the spot. 
It was not moved. 

When McCauley reached Edmon- 
fon from Wilonipeg the settlera of 
Northern Alberta were being troubl- 
ed by claim-jumpers. There was

ing with claim-jumpers was to push 
their Shacks off the property and then 
burl (hem over the embankment.

He remained in bis shack until 
it was about to roll down the river 
bank. McCauley, who superintended 
Operations, entered the shack, warned 
the man of what was to take place, 
and told bim-to come out. Just be- 
fore the shack began to totter on the 
hill top heagain entererd the build- 
ing with a” secon? -warning. The 


| claim-jumpbr then dashed out of the 


house barely in time to escape de- 
scending the hill inside his shack. 
This treatment served as a warn. 
ing to others and law and order was 
established In a short ime. The Vigi- 
lants,-which Included the foremost 
men in the village, did not cease thelr 
activities until the claim-jumpere be- 
came good citizens or left the place. 
McCauley also mustered in a num- 
her of residents of the northweat ter- 
ritories during the Niet Rebellion, but 
the fact was the fighting’did not ex- 
tend to this place. Many northern 
residents were kept in readiness for 
any trouble that might urise, and 
the old fort in the shadow of the 
Parliament Bulld qe was rebuilt for 
that purpose. 
After serving three years In the 
capacity of chicf magistrate of the 
fown of Edmonton, McCauley wan 
connected with a cartage company 
for fifteen years, and after that he 
became warden of the penltentlary. 
Since assuming charge of the Alberta 
prisoners be always beeame.acquaint- 
e4 with even the most hardened erim- 
Inals confined to his care.

n the early days of printing this 
art was much of a mystery, and 
‘ignorant people thought the printer 
evoked thé ald of the powers of vil. 
Aldus Manutlus, the famous Italian 
printer of the sixteenth ° century, 
went to Africa on an exploring ex-! 
pedition and brought back with him 
ia very’ bluck + negro: Boy." Negroes 
were'a rarity then, The report im- 
mediately gained circulation that 
the printer had been employing the 
BlackArt in"his work and that the 
pickaninny was in reality an imp of 
Satan. He was called ‘the “Little 
Black Devil.” The charge became so 
serious that the printer was forced’ 
to exhibit the negro in public. «In 
his announcement he sald: 

““Be it- known: to, Venice <that 4, 
Aldus Manutlus, printer to tha Holy 
Church and to the Doge, have this 
day made .public exposure of the 
Printer’s Devil, “All those who: think 
he is not flesh and blood may come 
and pinch’ him.” 

And that’ {s'how the term “print- 

r’s devil” had its origin. 


Why Eggx at Easter? 

Few people understand why eggs 
play so important a part In Easter 
celebrations, The reason is that the 
mediaeval law in England forbade 
eggs during Lent, and hence, at Eas- 


returned to their favorite dish with 
rejoicing. With us to-day, when Lent 
no lopger forbids eggs, there Is no 
reason for featuring them upon our 
Easter Sunday breakfast menu. But 
we do so—lit Is the pretty survival of 
an obsolete custom. 

In Elizabeth's time he'who ate flesh 
during Lent was fined $15. He who 
so much as had meat in his house 
was pilloried or set In the stocks. 

But the rich, as usual, dodged the 
harsh Lenten laws, and they who 
could afford it bought Ilcenses to éat 
meat in Lent. For these licenses a 
lord was charged 26- shillings, a 
knight 14 shillings and a commoner 
7 sbillings.

Mr. Horne entered the British Par- 
liament In 1910, when he wan suc- 
cessful as a radical at Ipswich In 
1910. 

Tn 1892 he married Catherine, the 
eldest daughter of Rt. Han, Cczens- 
Hardy, the Master of the Rolla He 
is also survived by four sona and 
three daughters.

It 
will be impossible to avoid the construction of such foundations in the 
future for important work, and this is less to be regretted since, when 
properly built, they are durable and will last for many years, the sur- 
faces which they sustain heing renewed from time to time. They can be

In order that our readers may better appreciate just what the pro- 
posed awarding of the paving contract to the highest bidders means, 
Jet us assume that at the end of fifteen or twenty years, the wearing 
surface of the propostal Front Street pavement has become worn to 
such an extent, or deteriorated, that 2 new wearing surface is necessary. 
The contractors” guarantee of ten’ years would have then expived, and

Strict orders were {saued yeaterday 
rom headquarters for the g@merican 
oldiers and marines in Vera Cruz 
and the vicinity to remain in the 
same positions and not to advance 
or to bring on an encounter with the 
Mexican troops, 

During the alarm over the furry 
at the waterworks at El Tejar Sst- 
urday, detachments of marines and 
bluejackets were prepared for an Im- 
mediate landing. Field guns were 
put Into readiness for conveyance 
asbore, but at the last moment, when 
headquarters had established the fact 
that there was no teed for assistance 
from the fleet, all\orders were can- 
celled.

‘There cau be ne toprovement, 
antl “sawofis” are probibited and the 
tiection laws enforced by — Inerds of 
judges specially entrusted with this 
sluts. Where corsuplion is charged by 
vither party, this beard of judges should 
Le empowered Th ge inte the constitu 
ency and investigate, They sheuld have 
discretion te overlook the little things, 
hut te punish severely the | men 
spend largy sums in debouching consti 
tuenpies. If ten thousand dollars bas 
fern spent, where the legitimate ex-

In 
hin country, there are few independent 
ocsspapers amd nel many of thee are 
etroug cuough ta comluct investigations 
or exposure. Hence public opinion hex 
little ehauce to make itselt felt. Under 
{hemo circumstances, the wonder is that 
our political life has been os clean as it 
has, or that there is so little graft in 
public services. Nevertheless, many of 
our best publicists believe that graft 
and corruptify are growing and that a 
determined effort must Le made to awak- 
en the public consefence ax to its dang 
eras:

BERLIN, May 15.—Only a brief 
reference to the Mexican: situation 
was made by Gottlieb Von Jagow, 
the German Foreign Minister, in his 
survey of Germany's foreign relations 
addressed to the Imperial Parliament 
yesterday.

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A PECUUAR BLUNDER 
Verdicts of juries in’ the United 
States that have taken sometimes 


weeks of deliberation to prodice hare 
been set aside on appeal on not much 
more serious grounds than the failure 
to dot an ior crossat. Already there 
has been a blunder in the second trial 
of Becker in’New York City that 
might conceivably invalidate the pro- 
ceedings. The mistake was not made 
in the courtroqm, nor ix the prosecn- 
tion in any way respohsible for it, 
The error was committed by a news 
paper. On Saturday morningé last the 
New York Glohe appeared in the 
streets with « full report of the open- 
ing specch of District Attorney AWhit- 
man. Not only was the speech 
verbatim, but the author had deacrib- 
ed its effect upon Hecker, and his wife 
and friends, and interpolated various 
comments. It had been the District 
Attorney's intention to deliyer the 
speech as published. but it happened 
that as the jury had not been drawn 
he had ‘to postpone his address. In 
“conformity with a very general prac- 
tice in such important cases he had 
supplied the newspapers in advance 
with popies of what he was abont to 
say. Thes; on their part, had the 
speech in type ready to go to press in 
the first edition that appeared after 
he had arison to speak. Through a 
ghastly error The Globe published the 
speech under the impression that. it 
had been delivered. The owner of the 
paper and several of the editors were 
at once haled before Mr. Justice Sea- 
bury for contempt of court. ‘They ex- 
Pressed‘ the greatest humiliation and 
regret ‘for the mistake, and explaing 
how it. had occurred. Of the edition 
that contained this «pecch some 35,000 
copies were issued before the mistake 
was discovered. Thirty thousand pa- 
pers were recalled, hut about 5,000 
got inte the hands of the public. It 
is not plain just how the circulation 
of these 5,000 papers could have any 
adverse effect upon the trial of Beck- 
er, The address has been since deliv- 
ered, and has been read probably by 
500,000 people instead of the 5.000 wha 
read the Globe.

paper, On Shturday morning last the 
“ag New York Globe appeared in the 


streets with a full report of the open- 
ing specch of District Attorners Whit- 
man. Not only was the speech given 
yerbatim, but the author had deserib- 
ed its effect upon Recker, and his wite 
and friends, and interpolated various 
comments, It had been the District 
‘Attorney's intention to deliver the 
speech as published, but it happened 
that as the jury had not been drawn 
yho had to postpone his address, In 
conformity with a very general prac- 
» tice in such important cases he had 
supplied athe newspapers in sadvance 
with copies of what he was about to 
é say. They, on their. part, bad the 
ie orpecch in type ready to go to press in 
the first edition that appeared. after 
he had arison to speak. Throngh a 
‘ghastly error The Globe published the 
~ speech- under the impression that. it 
had been delivered. The owner of the 
paper and several of the editurs were 
at once haled before Mr. Justice Sea- 
bury for contempt of court. They. ex- 
pressed’ the greatest. humiliation and 
regret ‘for the mistake, and explained 
how it had occurred. Of the edition 
that contained this speech some 35,000 
copies were issued before the mistake 
was discovered.

U. S. PROTESTS. 


Reported Exccution of infantryman 
Arouses Indignation. 
WASHINGTON, May 16. — Post- 
ponement of the Niazara‘kalls Mexi- 
ean meulation conference 
Monday to tho following Wednesday 
at the request of the Huerta dele- 
gates changed the plans of the South 
American mediators and the Ameri- 
can commissioners for departure yes- 
terday or to-day, and produced at the 
same time mucu speculation as to 
poasible significance in the delay.

bassador will give the Mexicans a 
dinner here Saturday nisht, after 
which they will proceed™to Niagara 
Falls, Ont. The three South Ameri- 
can diplomats and American commis- 
sfoners will leave to-day or Monday 
and all will assemble on Wednesday. 
There were many developments in 
the day clearing the horizon for 
‘mediation, but one sinister aspect de- 
veloped In the sending of a strong 
nolo of protest by the Unite: States 
Government to Gen, Huerta through 
the Brazilian Minister In Mexico City 
declaring the reported execution of 
Private Parks, an American infantry- 
man, a hostile act in view of the sus- 
Pension of hostilities at Vera Cruz.

REPORT OP THE BALKAN WAR 


The report of the international com- 


tolssion which investigated the Balkan 
} wars of 1912 and 1913 by direction of 
} the Carnegie Endowment for Interna- 
> tional Peace is made public. It is a! 
very comprehensive report and will 
form an authoritative history of some 
» features of the Balkan wars — their 
‘Causes, the peculiar racial and religious 
conditions by which ‘they were compli 
= cated and the horrors and atrocities 
connected with them. ~ Because these 
wars were exceptionally cruel, the 
tales of atrocities form a large part cf 
the commission's report. Consequent- 
ly, it is far from pleasant. reading. The 
commission was sent to the Balkans, ! 
However, particularly for the purpose 
of investigating the stories of atroci- 
ties, and its judgment as to what real- 
oly bappened and who were most to 
blame has been eagerly. awaited, 
= The commission finds that the prin- 
cipal victims of atrocitics in the first 
war were the Moslem  popilation. 
1 These’ were largely a consequence of 
“the uprisings of Bulgarian and other 
Christian peasunts as the Turkish 
troops: withdrow and the allied arntics 
Bdvanced. “As‘there” was hardly <a 
family that had not suffered somo say- 
age act of oppression by the Turkish 
_ inasters of the land, they took this 
"opportunity for revenze.- In-some in‘ 
stances, too, tho retiring Turks com- 
mitted acts of atrocity in the Bulgar- 
we villages, and the sight-of murdered 
antrymen naturally aroused a ‘thirst 
for. vengeance among the soldiers. -of 


». the allies when they arrived. 


- There appear also to hare been de- 
liberate massacres, inspired mainly by 
cupidity. One horrible story of this 
kind is charged against a Servian of- 
ficer. It was in the second war, be- 
tween the allics themselves, however, 
that tho wildest passions broke loose 
and the most terrible scenes were en- 
acted. While some of the deeds charged 
by the Greeks against Bulgarians hare 
been disproved, it is true that the Dul- 
garians burned Greek villages and 
slaughtered the inhabitants and it is 
true that the victorious Greeks. and 
Servians burned Bulgarian villages 
and killed men, women and children. ; 
Many tales of the ravishing of women 
also were confirmed by the commission. 
The most. appalling story is that of 
the destruction of Kukush, a city of 
13,000 inhabitants, but it is worse than 
others only because Kukush was a 
Jarger town: than most, Tho report 
‘says that “the Bulgarian villages 
were burned with few exceptions.” 
And the commission asks this signfi- 
cant question: ‘When before in mod- 
‘ern times have troops been command- 
ed by their officers to commit atro- 
cities ?"” 

‘The commission sces a dark futare 
for the little Balkan states, with years 
of heavy armament and of watchful 
and jealous hostility to each other. 
‘Apparently, the war of 1913 so com- 
pletely undid the work which the war 
of 1912 had accomplished that the 
present status of the Balkan problem 
ia, if possible, worse than it was he- 
fore.

“TAXATION IN YANCOUVER 
The Winnipeg Tribune of a recent 
date iq authority. for the ‘statement 
that ‘Vancouver; tho metropolis of 
British Columbia, was: the first city 
in Canada. to exempt buildings and im- 
prosaments on land from taxation. 
The first step towards exemption was 
taken in 1895 when the. assessment on 
improvements waa reduced to SO per 
cent. of full value. This was followed 
in’ 1906 by an additional decrease of 
25'per cent., and in 1910 entire exemp- 
tion was brought about. The result, it 
is claimed, by land values, was magic- 
al. There was an immediate leap for- 
ward-in local prosperity; huge build- 
ings at once began to rise up where 
shacks had stood, and the city grew in 
population by leaps and bounds. Ten 
years ago it had a population of less 
than 27,000; today it exceeds 150,000.

BISHOP SCADDING DEAD. 


Great-Grandson of Ontario Pioneer 
Was Fifty-Threo Years Old. 

PORTLAND, Ore., May 28.— The 
Rt. Rev. Charles Scadding, D.D., 
Anglican Bishop of Oregon, died here 
early yesterday of pleuro-pneumonia. 
He broke down, while preaiding at 
the diocesan conference several days 
ago.

THE NIAGARA CONFERENCE 


The discussions in the Niagara Falls 
conference of the much-needed land re- 
forms in Mexico cannot be altogether 
intvain. In fact, they may be pro- 
ductive of the best possible results. It 
is said to be President Wilson's deter- 
mination not to recognize.any Mexican 
Government which’ does not undertake 
to carry ont these reforms, to provide 
for such a redistribution of the lands 
as will give the millions of poor Mexi- 
cans a’chance to get their living out 
of the soil: This . agrarian © question 
has all‘along been one of the causes of 
rebellion in Meixcan, not the only one 
by any means, but one of the most im- 
portant, and it is one that could be 
quickly: settled. President Wilson's 
right to withhold recognition from any 
Mexican Government is not to be 
doubted. His right to administer the 
internal affairs of a foreign country, 
however, is another matter. The Mex- 
ieans ‘of all parties declare that they 
will never submit to such dictation 

While the conference is in session is 
the time for the Government of the 
United States to make its position 
in regard to the pacification of Mexico 
perfectly plain to tho Mexicans, the 
South American envoys, and the peo- 
ple of all the other nations which have 
American interests. If the conference 
fails of the desired effect it will not 
be the fault of the Government at 
Washingtdn. In that case, the pres- 
ent peaceful attitude toward tho ais- 
ter Republic will be changed. But the 
conference has. not failed yet, and the 
chances are that jt will be successful. 
In the circumstances it may be expect- 
ed that the President and the Secre- 
tary ce State will insist that the settle- 
ment of the land question shall not be 
lost sight of in the deliberations and 
will continue their efforts to induce 
the Constitutionalist leadera to consent 
to representation in the proceedings. 

This is the time and Niagara Falls 
isthe place for the preliminaries to 
the pacification of Mexico. The civil 
war will not last much longer in the 
present conditions. Huorta’s rule 
grows weaker daily. He cannot much 
longer keep up tho fight. - If the con- 
querors take possession of the whole 
country, after such an understanding 
with fhe United States aa to justify 
their "recognition, they will find the 
éwork/‘of ‘establishing a permanent Gor- 
ernment much easier. ‘The understand- 
ing between ‘the two nations will en- 
eble them to secure loans, to arrange 
terms for-the payment of their huge 
bul for damages, to hold the clections 
z and satisfy all Mexico that o new era 
B, off peace and prosperity hax dawned. 
ee Theso are. matters, however, which 
¥ they must manage for themselves. The 
Upited States Government cannot 
ménage them or undertake to dictate 
the way to manage them from without. 
If it intends to go that far, it must 
odgupy the country, which the Presi- 
deft, as we understand his policy, has 
ng intention of doing.

Mr. Ross sald 
the people of Western Ontario were 
keenly interested In the development 
of the provincial hydro railways and 
were convinced that Mackenzie and 
Mann were the enemies of the sys-

Premier Borden sald the belief was 
without foundation. If the solution 
offered by Mr. Roes bad any meaning 
at all, it meant that the Canadian 
Northern must collapse, and that con- 
tractors, merchants, laboring mez, 
and material*men must wait for at 
least another 18 months before they 
could hope to receive the $21,000,000 
owing to them by Mackenzie and 
Mann. He asked the House to vote 
down the amendment. 

Slr Wilfrid Laurier said it bad 
been stated over and over again that 
the $45,000,000 to be ralsed on the 
Government guarantee would be ex- 
pended on construction. How, then, 
could it go to pay a lot of old debts? 

The House then divided upon the 
Ross amendment and it was defeated: 
Yeas 46, nays 90, 

Hoo. Dr. Pugsley then offered his 
amendment. The object of reducing 
the capital stock, he sald, was to 
guard against imposition of excessive 
freight rates hereafter. In his opin- 
fon the system did not represent a 
value of more than $30,000,000 after 
all debts and jlens were satisfied. Mr.

That stock represented be- 
tween forty and fifty million dollars, 
actually contributed In land and cash 
to the enterprise by Sir Willlam Mac- 
kenzle and Sir Donald Mann. na 
dition to. this, it represented ir 
skill, enterprise and labor during 18 
years of continuous effort,

The present, he said, was the time to 
act because within a few years the 
road would become so valuablo that 
we could not acquire tt.
